fer Atlanta is now ripe. 

B. M. McAllister, an inspector fror 
the office of Postmaster General New, 
in Washington, spent three of feur 
days in Atlanta last week looking into 
the situation here, afid while, 
course, nothing 
the report he will make, 
crowded condition and the fact that 
the department is annually spending 
largé sums in renting outside space in 
Atlanta induces the belief that he will 
recommend the new building. 

Council Will Act. 

The movement will be brought be- 
fore city council on Monday in the 
form of resolutions to be introduced 
by Mayor Walter A. Sims, and it is 
expected that council will arrange to 
furnish the facts and figures showing 
the need for the new postoffice build- 
ing here to Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon and Postmaster General New. 

Back in 1911, when the present 
postoffice was opened, receipts for 
the year were $1,156,803 about one- 
fourth the present receipts. There 


were then about 200 clerks, compared 
to 700 employees today and no branch 
‘offices or substations were maintained 
here then. Today there are seven 
classified stations and 37 contract sta- 
tions in Atlanta.

It appears most likely, from the 
studies made by experts, that the 
transoceanic field is better for dirigi- 
bles than the transcontinental field, 
though development of both has deen 
considered, 

Conditions Are Good. 


Dr. Hugo Eckener, German dirigi- 
ble expert who piloted the Los An- 
geles over the Atlantic to this coun- 
try, pointed out at that time that 
conditions for flying over the ocean 
are much more satisfactory than over 
the land, explaining that the disturb- 
anees in the terrain, such as moun- 
tains, make the air more “bumpy” 
than it is over the sea. He predicted 
transoceanie development-as the most 
likely for the dirigible. 

A project already considered is for 
a transcontinental line following the 
Great Lakes and St. Lawrence basin, 
and connecting with a transoceanic 
line. Such a route would lie entirely 
over water. thus making for favorable 
flying conditions. Airplane “feeders,” 
as well as those already provided by 
railroads, would bring freight and 
passengers to this dirigible line. With 
such a continuous air route, freight 
and passengers from the far and mid- 
dle west would reach European points 
in three or four days’ sailing, cutting 
considerably present time. 

Negotiations for such a transcon- 
tinental line along the Great Lakes- 
St. Lawrence basin were progressing 
favorably several months ago, before 
the Shenandoah disaster. The propo- 
sition included purchase from the navy 
of the Los Angeles, which under the 
Versailles treaty can néver be used 
for military purposes. While it is 
not likely that the navy would let 
the Los Angeles go, at least until the 
two new dirigibles are constructed, the 
enterprise probably will be revived on 
a private basis. 

Experimentation with the two new 
mammoth dirigibles to be constructed 
for the navy department probably will 
give an impetus fo future commercial 
development. The use of these giant 
ships for exploration also is antici- 
pated.

_ The messages were uncommunica- 
tive as to details of the flight from 
the north pole to Alaska. he rea- 
son for the delay in reaching Teller 
after the Norge was reported over 
Point Barrow, some 400 miles to the 
northward early Wednesday, was not 
ascertained here. om 

Many of the messages were garbled 
by static and interference, A seem- 
ingly fragmentary message mentioned 
“‘drifting’’ and “windstorm,” then 
for a while the Norge’s radio lapsed 
into silence again. This lead to the 
fears today of the possibility that the 
Norge had been unable to land at 
Teller because of the smallness of 
the population and that it had been 
torn away by a sudden storm, to be 
driven helplessly out over the frozen 
sea again. Later messages were re- 
assuring, however, and Nome felt 
sure tonight that Amundsen and his 
band of explorers had succeeded in 
anchoring or lowering the Noreg to 
the ground in a safe harbor at Teller. 

_ Message to Coolidge. 

Lincoln Bilsworth, American ex- 
plorer, associated with Amundsen, 
sent the following terse message to 
President Coolidge: 

“Trans-polar flight 
Greetings.” 

Commander Umberto Nobile, Italian 
builder of the Norge and chief pilot 
in its polar flight, sent a message to 
his wife in Rome. 

Many other messages, including a 
reply from President Coolidge to Ells- 
worth, were handled by the Nome 
radio station. 


TELLER, TRADING POST 
AND REINDEER CENTER. 

Washington, May 15.—(#)—Teller, 
Alaska, where the Norge is now re- 
ported safely, is a trading post and 
reindeer center, with a population of 
about 200, mostly Eskimos. Located 
on the western part of Seward Penin- 
sula on Port Clarence harbor, it pos- 
sesses a deep inlet and one of the 
calmest harbors in that region, where 
fishing boats from Nome take shelter 
from storms. About 30  buildiags 
comprise the community. 

Opposite is Teller mission, main- 
tained by Norwegian Lutherans, 
where Captain Roald Amundsen, the 
Norge expedition’s leader, can find 
some of his fellow countrymen after 
his jaunt across the uncharted polar 
wastes. 

Teller is named for a former setre- 
tary of the interior—Henry Moore 
Teller—as it was a government sta- 
tion from 1892 to 1900. A postoffice 
was established in the latter year. 
Eskimos prefer to call it by their 
ancient name of “Nook” and its poru- 
lation varies considerably, due to the 
roving habit of the natives.

brought by the United States bureau 
of education to afford the Eskizos a 
better livelihood, was lended at Telier

Rome, May 15.—(4)—Joyous en- 
thusiasm akin to America’s first cele- 
bration of the armistice greeted The 
Associated Press bulletin today which 


announced that the Amundsen-Ells- 
worth-Noble dirigikle Norge was in 
communication with «Nome, Alaska, 
after a silence of two days. : 

The word quickly spread over the 
city and many impromptu parades 
were held. A group of Italian avi- 
ators who happened to be passing 
one crowd, were swept off their feet 
and carried on the shoulders of the 
excited, happy celebrants, 

The Norge’s feat was hailed as a 
“Roman victory” by the newspapers 
which issued special editions. 

Despite the worry of the last two 
days, the Romans never really doubt- 


ed at any time that the Norge would 
arrive safely after its trip over the 
top of the workL Although a cease- 
less vigil was kept for news of the 
expedition there never was any dis- 
position to accept any but an optimis- 
tic viewpoint. 

Quickly following The Associated 
Press bulletin was an urgent wireless 
message from Colonel Umberto No- 
bile,’ builder of the Norge and its 
commander on its trans-polar flight, to 
his wife, Mrs. Carlotta Nobile. 

“Arrived safely Teller, Alaska.” the 
message read. Mrs. Nobile burst into 
tears of joy, while sympathetic friends

a building to cost $5,000,000 would be 
good business, because of the saving 
in outlay for rentals, which is cer- 
tain to increase rapidly in the next 
few years as the city grows. 

The department, for instance, is 
now paying more than $40,000 in 
rentals for actual postoffice space 
within the territory which should be 
served by the central main office, and, 
in addition, is paying out large sums 
for trucks, chauffeurs, garage space 
and other items incident to the heavy 
amount of truckage made necessary 
by this condition.

Search of the records shows, for 
instance, that the department is pay- 
ing $23,000 annual rental for Station 
B, at Forsyth and Garnett streets; is 
paying $3,000 annually for the space 
occupied by the Arcade branch post- 
office and more than $15,000 annually 
for the space used in the Terminal 
station. 

Metropolitan Building Suggested. 

It has been suggested by architects 
that a new Atlanta postoffice, sim- 
ilar in type to those now used in Chi- 
cago and New York, should !» erect- 
ed. ‘hese buildings are located over 
the railroad tracks, so that all mail 
is sorted in the one building and, by 
a system of chutes, goes directly to 
the mail cars of the various trains. 

Such a building would, of course, 
involve some sort of a plaza construc- 
tion over the railroad tracks. 


It is also pointed out by civic lead- 
ers that if a new postoffice building 
is erected here, the space now occupied 
by th: main postoffice in the Federal 
building would be released for the 
use of other federal government ac- 
tivities, many of which center, for 
the southeast, in this city, and which 
are now renting office and other space 
in various buildings around the city. 

This would, of course, effect anoth- 
er saving in rentals and add still fur- 
ther to the desirability of the new 
building from a_ atrictly business 
standpoint. 

Business Policy Advisable. 


Under the new system of appro- 
priations for federal buildings, adopt- 
ed this year by congress, the money 
under the $165,000,000 appropriation 
bill will be apportioned to those 
places where it is needed worst, on 
recommendations made by Secretary 
of the Treasury Mellon and Postmas- 
ter General New. By this means it 
is believed that the regular “pork bar- 
rel” scramble by congressmen to se- 
cure heavy appropriations for their 
own districts will be obviated and the 
money will be expended in strict ac- 
cord with the dictates of good busi- 
ness policy.

FINANCE RECOVERY 
DELAYEDBY STRIKE

London, May 15.—The Anglo- 
American’ financial ultimatum to the 
French government is only part of a 
great scheme for the financial] rehabili- 
tatica of Europe. This scheme of re- 
construction was worked out by Ben- 
jamin Strong, Montagu Norman and 
Seymour Parker Gilbert with the as- 
sistance of the officials of the treas- 
uries of Washington and London, and 
it was planned to begia its operation 
immediately. 

This, however, has been put back by 
the strike, and a leading financier said 
today that the strike might delay the 
financial recovery of Europe for six 
months or a year. 

In order to tell the story consecu- 
tively, it is necessary to go back to 
the international economic conference 
at Geneva, which began on April 28 
and which passed unnoticed in Eng- 
land, at least, on account of the strike. 

Finance Minister Volpi asked Mr. 
Norman and Mr. Strong to cooperate 
with the stabilization of the lira, but 
he was told that until Italy accepts a 
gold standard no credits or other sup- 
port is possible. 

Another point in the general plan 
is the consolidation of the European 
inter-allied obligations and also debts 
to America by the issue of a great in- 
ternational loan in which all countries 
will participate. 


FREIGHT EMBARGO 
WILL BE LIFTED 


Washington, May 15.—(4)—The 
state-wide freight embargo imposed in 
Florida last October will be lifted at 
midnight Sunday, it was announced 


today by the car service division of 


the American Railway association. 
The embargo has been modified 
several times since it originally became 
operative. The car service division 
said today that the decision to can- 
cel it entirely was “due to the vast 
improvement in the railroad transpor- 


tation situation that has taken place 
recently in Florida, in large part the 
result of the active cooperation be- 
tween the railroads and, the public 
through the Florida division of the 
southeast shippers’ regional advisory 
board,’’ . 

“As a result of the congestion that 
existed last fall on all Florida rail- 
roads and particularly at Jackson- 
ville,’ the announcement continued, 
‘it was necessary to place an embar- 
go on freight shipments except where 
permits were issued enabling ship- 
pers to bring certain commodities into 
the state. As the general situation has 
improved, however, modifications have 
been made in the embargo, the last one 
having been on April 15, this year, 
when it was made to include only 
lumber and cement. 

“Extensive improvements have been 
made in recent months by the varioys 
railroads in: Florida as well as by 
receivers of freight, which has en- 
abled them to handle more expeditious- 
ly the increased freight shipments. 
The extent to which this increase has 
taken place igs indicated by the fact 
that carload traffic to Florida for the 
first three months this year showed 
an increase of 102.9 per cent oyer 
the same period in 1924 and 58.5 
per cent over the same period in 
1925. 

“The railroads are meeting the 
transportation situation in Florida 
more satisfactorily than they have at 
any time since last summer. Demands 
particularly for road building mate- 
rials have increased enormously in the 
past year and are increasing daily,”

“New Biology,” by Smallwood, 
Reveley & Bailey. and “Healthful 
Living,” by Dr. Jesse Feiring Wil- 
liams, were the two books attacked. 

“There also appeared before your

Citations of many authoritative ref- 
erence works reports in support of the 
evolutionary theory and of eminent 
scientists in support of the “search 
for truth” were attached to the find- 
ings of the committee's majority re- 
port. Among these were the En- 
eyclopedia Americana, Encyclopedia 
Britannica, Webster's New Interna- 
tional, Outline of Zoology. 

Quotations were made from works 
of Horation H. Newman, professor of 
zoology of the University of Chicago; 
Professor Vernon Kellogg, of the chair 
of entomology of Leland Stantord 
Junior university; Dr. P. C. Mitchell, 
examiner in zoology of the University 
of London; Dr. A. C. Paues, of Cam- 
bridge ; Dr. Frederick C. Eiselin, pro- 
fessor of Old Testament interpreta- 
tion of the Garrett Biblical institute: 
Dr. Peter Chalmers Mitchell, of Ox- 
ford, secretary of the Zoological 80- 
ciety, London, and others. 

The book of Genesis is discussed 
by well-known commentators and is 
said to be a chronology of creation, 
which was passed down by tribes for 
many thousands of years and at last 
set into writing. It is largely mythi- 
cal and has little real scientific or his- 
torical value, according to these ex- 
perts. 

Findings on which the commit‘ee 
based its opinion that the board has 
no legal or moral right to bar the 
books under fire were taken from 
constitutional provisions of the state 
and federal governments.

Russia. 

Among other things the _ prince 
wanted to know if prohibition would 
be a political issue in the next presi- 
dential election in the United States 
and Rogers told him he thought it 
would be. 

It was quite apparent that the 
prince felt the suspense of the situa- 
tion here caused by the recent general 
strike, and “believe me,’’ said Rogers,

Athens, Ga., May 15.—One of the 
most rateresting historical books ever 
written about a Georgian and. Georgia 


is “Abraham Baldwin,” by Dr. Henry 
Clay White, head of the chemistry 
department of the University of 
Georgia and “nestor” of the Georgia 
faculty. ‘The book {s just off the 
press of the McGregor company, Ath- 
ens, and only a limited number of 
copies were printed by Dr. White, 
and these for distribution among 
friends of the university. 

The book is dedicated to Peter W. 
Meldrim, Savannah, and Clark How- 
ell, Atlanta, “loyal alumni, wise coun- 
sellors and generous benefactors of 
the university: ta memory of the un- 
broken friendship of many years, this 
volume is affectionately inscribed,” 
reads the dedicatory paragraph. 
likeness of Mr. Baldwin is the only 
illustration the volume carries. 

Abraham Baldwin was one of the 
founders of the republic and father 
of the University of Georgia, the first 
American state university, and this is 
the first complete sketeh of his life 
ever written. and no more fitting man 
than Dr. White could have been the 
author. 

After graduating from the Univer- 
sity of Virginia in 1870 Dr. White 
came to the university as a professor 
of chemistry in 1872 and has been a 
member of the faculty ever since. At

He became interested in Abraham 
Baldwin because he recognized him as 
a great Georgian whose interest in 
behalf of the nation, state and univer- 
sity might- be lost to future genera- 
tions unless they were recorded — in 
book form. 

Abraham Baldwin was the son of 
Michael and Lucy Baldwin, of New 
Haven, Conn., aad was born Novem- 
ber 2, 1754. He died March 4, 1507, 
a United States senator from Geor- 
gia, and is supposed to be buried in 
the Congressional cemetery near 
Washington, near General Jackson. 
He came to Georgia in 1780. 

Until he was named head of. the 
university, Baldwin was faterested in 
the development of the young repub- 
lic and the state of Georgia, serving 
both in various capacities. On Janu- 
ary 27, 1785, the legislature passed 
the act chartering the University of 
Georgia, Baldwin being a member of 
the legislative body. In May, 1785, 
he was elected president of the uni- 
versity, and thus holds the honor of 
being head of the first state university 
in America, as well as drawing its 
charter and helping to pass it as a 
member of the legislature. ; 

Although Mr. Baldwin was techni- 
cally succeeded by Professor Josiah 
Meigs as head of the “college” that 
had been established at Athens in 
1800, he continued as chairman of the 
board of trustees until his death, and 
worked out the wniversity on a plan 
that has been largely followed 
tLroughout its histery to the present 
date. 

He served: four years in the state 
legislature and for 18 years was a 
members of congress, dying in the sen- 
ate. The volume is splendidly writ- 
ten, is highly interesting and will fill 
a place in the archives of the state 
along with other illustrious Georgians.

Committeemen Silent. 

Although members of the old com- 
mittee which ousted Chief Beavers 
declined to make statements for publi- 
cation, they said that reinstatement is 
tantamount to a court ruling to the 
effect that the committee is without 
authority to fire any member of the 
police department because of infzinge- 
ment of rules of the department. 

Chief Beavers greeted reporters 
Saturday with the declaration that “I 
am getting stronger every day and will 
soon be in shape again. I want to go 
back to work.” Recently he suffered 
a slight stroke and has been confined 
{to his home. However. he is said to 
be much better and probably able to 
leave the home today. 

Meanwhile officialdom awaited re- 
ceipt ot the remittitur of the appellate 
court by Fulton superior court offi- 
cials in order that it may be reviewed 
by City Attorney James L. Mayson. 

“So far as I know there is no de- 
sire on the part of anyone to put any 
obstacle in the way of Chief Beavers’ 
return to office or to do anything out 
follow explicitly the court decision,” 
William B. Hartsfield, chairman of 
‘the present police committee, said 
Saturday. He declined to comment 
further. 

Leading Atlanta lawyers were of 
the opinion that the city has no fur- 
ther recourse in the courts and stated 
that as far as they were able to ascer- 
tain the ruling of the Georgia court o7 
appeals is final. This means, it is 
pointed out, that Chief Beavers is en- 
titled to return to work just as soon

War Department 
Gives Norge News, 
To Washington 


(By peas es to The Constitution and 
he Chieago Tribune.) 


Washington, May 15.—Washington 
was notified by the war department 
at 10:55 o’clock this morning that the 
dirigible Norge had landed at Teller,; 
Alaska. It was stated at the office | x 
of the chief signal officer that the 
army radio set had been in communi- 
cation with the Norge since 11 o’clock, 
May 14, Alaska time. 

This would correspond to 4 o'clock 
Washington time. 

The road between Nome and Teller 
is a winter mail trail, 80 miles in 
length, It is permanently staked the 
whole distance and can be traversed 
at this time of the year in about nine 
hours. The road runs from Nome to 
Cape Douglas across to Cape Riley 
and then to Teller. 

“The office of the chief signal offi- 
cer,”’ said the brief annoupcement 
which was made public by Secretary 
of War Davis, “is in receipt of a 
message from Nome, Alaska, to the 
effect that the Norge is in Teller, 
Alaska, about 70 miles northeast of 
Nome. Communications between Nome 
and the Norge was established at il 
p. m., May 14, Alaska time.” 

No other announcement was made 
public by the war depattment here, 
but shortly after noon the secretary 
of war sent instructions to the radio 
office at Nome to give out to the press 
all information it had picked up in- 
dependently as to the circumstances | 
of the dirigible’s arrival. The office 
twas warned, however, not to give out 
any information hased on commercial 
messages received for forwarding.

Walker Writes Letter. 

At this juncture this agreement was 
brought to attention of Governor Wal- 
ker, of Georgia, who took the position 
that, as the lease had more than forty 
years to run and as the lessee of the 
company had agreed to the essentials 
of the plan, he saw no reason why the 
project shonld not be carried ont, and 
so informed the city of Chattanooga 
in an official communication. This 
communication was not made pubtic 
until the recent litigation developed. 

Attorneys for the state who were 
protesting against use of the property 
by the city of Chattanooga were con- 
fronted with the letter of the governor,

Governor Walker's letter, which was 
made public last Tuesday, is as fol- 
lows:

FARM LEADERSHIP 
OF GEORGIA IS TOLD

to operate them during the winter 
months. 

“In 1910 the only place to cure 
meat was at home, and the losses to 
farmers aggregated thousands upon 
thousand of dollars a year. In 1925 
we had community plants for curing 
meat scattered about all through the 
state, but more particularly in the 
southern part of Georgia. In 1910 
we were not growing any considerable 
number of hogs for sale. In 1925 
hogs formed a part of the farm cash 
crop program on thousands of Georgia 
plantations. 


Pig Clubs Increase. 


“Tn 1910 we had no pig clubs. In 
1925 we had 3,000 members of such 
organizations: It is through the 
agency of these young folks that dem- 
onstrations have been made through- 
out the length and breadth of the 
state, calculated to emphasize the im- 
portance of using pure-bred hogs, 
feeding the animals out quickly on 
grazing crops and developing ton-lit- 
ters. We are certainly going to make 
very substantial progress along the 
line of hog production in Georgia in 
the immediate future. To do this we 
must materially increase the volume 
of our own corn crop. Steps to this 
end have already been set in motion. 

“The dairy industry has also under- 
gone a fair share of development dur- 


ing the last five years. In 1920, for 
instance, we manufactiired about 90.- 
000 pounds of creamery butter. In| 
1925 this had risen to 5,000,000. We 


have more and better dairy cows in | 


the state than ever before. Dairy calf 
clubs are being developed rapidly in 
many progressive sections. 

“There is a greater interest evi- 
denced in the dairy business now than 
ever before in our history. We are 
producing more milk for the use of 
our towns and cities, laying more 
land down to pastures, and improving 
the status and conditions of the dairy 
industry generally. The progress 
made during the last five years is 
most encouraging and should move 
the heart of the most dismal pessimist 
to penitence. We are certainly on 
our way to larger and finer things in 
so far as the dairy industry in Geor- 
gia is concerned. 

“Let us turn to another phase of 
the proposition and see what has tak- 
en place with reference to our orchard 
industries. In 1925 we planted 775,- 
635 apple trees. We already. had 
1.442.080 in bearing. The yield to- 


| 16th 


taled 1,471,351 bushels, equivalent to 
547 cars. Our shipments of apples 
in 1920 totaled 179 cars. 

“This represents an increase of 
more than 100 per cent in five years 
in the business of apple orcharding in 
Georgia. Yet, every one acquainted 
with the facts knows that this indus- 
try is still in its early infancy. What 
of the future, Mr. Landowner or in- 
vestor? Is it difficult to anticipate 
the early arrival of that date when 
we will be shipping from one up to 
5.000 cars of apples annually from 
the mountain areas of north Georgia 
and rival Virginia as a quality, apple- 
growing center? 

15,200,000 Peach Trees. 

“In the ease of peaches we have 
about 15,200,000 trees planted. Our 
shipments in 1925 aggregated 13,560 
cars. We are the peach state par- 
excellence. Our output of fruit in 


1925 was more than twice as much as | 


it was in 1920... There is no limit to 
the market for Georgia peaches pro- 
vided we ship only quality fruit and 
spend enough money to advertise its 
lusciousness to the consuming public 
at large. 

“We were presumed to have 2,689,- 
259 pecan trees already planted in 
1925.

orth Pole Adventurers 


Washington, May 15.-—~4)—Un- 
stinted praise of Roald Amundsen, 


Lincoln C. Ellsworth, and the offi- 
cers and crew of the Norge mixed 
with the. expressions of gratification 
in Washington over the news that the 
first airship to fly from Spitzbergen 
to Alaska across the north pole was 
safe in American territory. 

Since the sudden discontinuance of 
radio messages from the Norge more 
than two days ago there had grown 
a feeling of uneasiness here, notwith- 
standing the confidence of those fami- 
liar with polar hazards in the ability 
and resourcefulness of those who were 
blazing a new trail of Arctic travel. 


Wireless Sent President. 


To indicate the eagerness of the 
capital officials for news of the 
Norge, the white house sent to Pres- 
ident Coolidge at Williamsburg, a 
wireless from Ellsworth. The latter 
is a cousin of Vice President Dawes 
who has kept his office busy inguir- 
ing for word from the big ship. The 
president promptly sent his congratu- 
lations. 

The feat of the Norge brought the 
highest praise from the National Geo- 
graphic society, through Dr. Gilbert 
Grosvenor, its president.

Shows Advantages. 


Rear Admiral Moffett, chief of the 
bureau of acronautics of the navy, 
pointed to the advantages of lighter- 
than-air craft for polar flights. 

“Oversea and polar flying, where 
weather-influencing land characteris- 
tics are absent is the logical element 
of the lighter-than-air ship,” he said. 

“Storms and extremes of weather 
are less severe in the polar regions 
than in some of our own northwestern 
states and for this reason the large 
airship will be utilized in the future 
when advantage is taken commercially 
of the arctic route for transport be- 
tween Europe and the Far East. 
~The success of the Norge combs at 
an opportune time to add material 
justification to America’s faith in the 
lighter-than-air ship and her policy of 
continuing the development of this 
field of aviation.

Burning Raft Carries Indian 


Heal 


INDIANS MOURN DEATH OF LA HOH 


er on Last Journey 
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Needles, Cal, May 15—(/)—La 
Hoh, venerable healer of the Mohave 
Indian tribe, is dead and today ‘his 
body, lashed to a burning raft, started 
its last journey alone down the Colo- 
rado river. 

The ancient sage, whose actual age 
seems to have been unknown even to 
himself, was a familiar figure in al- 
most every Indian encampment in 
southern California, western Arizona 
and Nevada. 

Four days ago he died and grief 
was widespread. Messages went out 
to the Indians of the southwest that 
the man who had healed them for 
scores of years, by mystic passes of 
the hands, and gusts of breath from 


‘his pursed lips, was no. more. 


From far and near the mourners 
came. Four days and nights 33 of 
his faithful followers stood guard over 


north, eight to the sonth, eight to 
the east and eight to the west. The 


his body, eight of «hem facing to the 


33d man siood at the feet of the healer 
who had tramped desert sands for 
decades ministering to his people, and 
prayed almost continuously during the 
96 hours of the lying in state. 

The body lay on a blanket under a 
canopy covered with brush and desert 
flowers. It was dressed in war- 
rior s attire with the long feather tur- 
ban and stringers trailing to the 
ground. Bow and arrow lay by La 
Hoh’s nerveless hand, around the neck 
was a circlet of beads and animals’ 
teeth and on the arms were bracelets 
of gold and silver. 

At the end of the four days La Hoh 
started on his last journey. The body 
was carried to the river bank and 
placed on a raft-bier, which also bore 
every conceivable article owned by an 
Indian. Then all was covered with 
dry grass and wood, a torch was 
touched to it, the raft was pushed 
out into the stream and the Colorado 
bore La Hoh‘away in a pillar of fire. 


LEAK IS REPORTED

GENE TUNNEY

The New York boxing commission- 
ers cleared the air a bit when they 
announced that Jack Dempsey isn’t 


‘ineligible’ in New York state and 
hasn’t been since he automatically re- 
stored himself to good standing by 
dropping into the comunission offices 
July 17 of last year for a chat, and 
“verbally agreed” to meet Harry Wills 
some time. They fogged it a bit next 
day when one commissioner declared 
that Dampsey was “eligible” to fight 
Harry Wills, and no one else. For 
the coming two or three months 
there’]l1 probably be more or less fog 
around Dempsey and the business of 
pmatching him to fight, just as there 
was the week after he made that 
pleasant little visit to the commis- 
sion. 

As we remember it, Dempsey hiked 
westward immediately after seeing the 
commissioners, and when they found 
he was out of town they sent him a 
wire ordering him to come right back 
for more conversation. When he 
didn’t respond he was suspended 
again. But the commission doesn't re- 
member it that way. It appears now 
the commission didn’t declare _Demp- 
sey ineligible again, or has forgotten 
about it, or has mislaid the papers, 
or has thought better of it. So he is 
all right for Rickard’s purposes un- 
less the commission orders him to curl 
his hair and he insists upon using the 
old bear grease and brushing it 
straight back. That may make him 
“ineligible” again. 

Just why Harry Wills should be 
any commission’s pet is a puzzle un- 
less it’s a matter of politics. If any 
ordinary white heavyweight made a 
business of challenging for a cham- 
pionship fight, and showed no more 
activity year after year than Wills 
has, no boxing commission anywhere 
would pay any attention to him. 

Since 1923, when he boxed a cou- 
ple of inconsequential heavies, Ho- 
mer Smith and Jack Thompson, Wills 
has shown absolutely nothing that 
would entitle him to consideration as 
a challenger. He has dodged chal- 
lenges from Renault, Tunney and 
Godfrey who might be dangerous, and 
he has fought setups that the New 
York boxing commission certainly

Wills was very careful through his 
fight. He knocked Firpo down once 
while the referee was breaking the 
two men from a clinch, when Firpo's 
hands were at his sides. Firpo got 
up and went after him, and Wills held 
and pounded at Firpo’s sides and 
back to the end of the twelfth, with- 
out much effect. It was a slow, clum- 
sy, floundering fight on both sides. 

Wills “fought” old Charlie Wein- 
ert. Here, with a man in front of 
him who had no punch at all, and 
wasn’t in the least dangerous, Wills 
exhibited a fine fury of attack. He 
grabbed Weinert and knocked him 
groggy with his right hand while hold- 
ing him around the neck with the 
left, and quickly finished him in the 
second round.

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USE OF RESIN 
NO ASSISTANCE 
TO PITCHERS 


Better pitching has made its appear- 
ance in the big leagues. The elimina- 
tion of the rabbit ball is evidently the 
main cause. Resin apparently had not 
had much effect, for the Ameriéan 
league pitchers, workin without the 
assistance of the much-discussed little 
bag, are showing improved form equal 
to that displayed by National twirlers. 

‘Average runs per game during April 
in the National league were 9.2. The 
figure for the American league was 
even lower, 8.8. Part of this might 
have been due to slightly better field- 
ing in the American league, but pitch- 
ing was a big factor. 

Holding a team to nine hits or less 
was accomplished 64 times in each 
league in April last year. In April 
this year National league pitchers in- 
creased the number to 73; while Ameri- 
can league pitchers accomplished still 
more, pitching 78 such games. 

When hits per team totaled 10 or 
more in a game, the National twirlers 
showed some advantage this year. 
They reduced the number of such 
games in April from the 62 of 1925 
to 51, a gain of 11. The American 
league pitchers cut the 1925 total of 
60 to 56, 

Oddly enough, however, the wildest 
batting has been done in the National 
league. Five times. National teams 
made 17 or more hits in a single game 
whereas that feat was accomp shed 
only twice during April in the Ameri- 
can league. 

Jess Petty pitched a one-hit game 
in the National and Johnny Morrison 
chalked up a two-hit game to his 
credit. No National leaguer pitched a 
three-hit gamé. In the American 
league Howard Ehmke pitched a two- 
hi: game, while Walter Miller, Wal- 
ter Johnson, Sam Jones and Bob Grove 
were three-hit peatereeys once each, 
and 5 Rommel twice. That makes 
a total of seven low-hit games for 
American league pitchers as against 
but two for National league pitchers. 

In shutout games the National 
league totaled five to the American's 
four. In extra-inning games the Na- 
tional totaled eight to the American’s 
seven, No less than 26 National 
league games were won by a single 
run as against 17 in the American. 

Thirteen times in April a National 
league team scored five or more runs 
‘in a single inning. Although the 
American league figure was 14, the 
most savage attacks have occu on 
National league diamonds. The Cubs 
scored six times in one inning 
seven times in another inning in a 
single game. Pittsburgh had one 
eight-run inning, while the Reds teo- 
taled 10 runs in a single round. As 
against these, wild performances the 
worst damage inflicted on any oppo- 
nent in the American league was a 
single eight-run inning credited to the 
White Sox.

TURNS TURTLE 


Auburn, Ala., May 15,—-(4)—Ralph 
“Fats” Snider, former Auburn foot- 
ball player, of Bessemer, Ala., was in- 
stantly killed when a car he was driv- 
ing turned turtle in a ditch three miles 
west of Auburn this afternoon. Ear- 
nest “Clabber” Williams, of Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., prominent halfback of 
Jast year’s varsity. was seriously in- 
jured. Earl “Bull” McFadden, who 
was also in the overturned car, suf- 
fered minor injuries. 

Still Unconscious. 

Late this afternoon Williams had 
not regained consciousness, Both Me- 
Fadden and Williams were brought to 
Auburn and their injuries were being 
eared for by the college surgeon, Dr. 

F. Thomas. At a late hour it 
was impossible to ascertain to what 
extent Williams was injured. He re- 
ceived lacerations about the face and 
head. Karly examinations disclosed 
that there were no bones broken and 
attending physicians thought that if 
no skull injury developed that the 
chances were good for Williams’ re- 
covery. 

It is expected that it will require 
94 hours to determine the extent of 
Williams’ injuries.

GROUP INSURANCE FOR 
RUBBER EMPLOYEES 


a | 

From office boy to president, every 
one of the 10,164 full-time salaried 
employees of the United States Rub- 
ber company is now eligible for life 
and permanent disability insurance, 
under a group insurance plan which 
has just been approved by the board 
of directors of the company. The 
plan has been enthusiastically receiv- 
ed by the employees, and already 
nearly 85 per cent have applied for 
the insurance, with a number of em- 
ployees from outlying points still to 
be heard from. 

By underwriting a substantial por- 
tion of the premium, the rubber com- 
pany makes it possible for employees 
under sixty years of age to secure in- 
surance which might otherwise be too 
expensive, or for physical reasons, im- 
possible to obtain. The cost to em- 
ployees is at the nominal rate of 15 
cents a week for each $1,Q00 of in- 
surance, 

Salaried employees who have been 
three months or more in the service 
of the United States Rubber company 


and its subsidiaries, (excluding those 
in foreign service) are eligible for 
this insurance. No medical examina- 
tions are required. 


The amount of insurance for which 
each employee is eligible, and the 
weekly cost, follows, giving first the 
salary, amount of insurance and cost 
to the employee: 

$1,00 and under, $500, 8 cents; over 
$1,000 to $1,500 inclusive, $1,000, 
15 cents: over $1,500 to $2,000, in- 
elusive, $1,500, 23 cents; over $2,000 
to $3,000 inclusive, $2,000, 30 cents; 
over 3,000 to $4,000 inclusive, $3,000, 
45 eents: over $4,000 to $5,000 inclu- 
sive, $4,000, 60 cents; over $5,000 to 
$7,499 inclusive, $5,000, 75 cents; 
$7.500 and over, $10,000, $1.50. 

EXmployees sixty to sixty-four years 
of age are eligible for $1,000 of in- 
surance. Employees sixty-five years 
old and over, are eligible for $500 of 
insurance. 

In the event of total permanent dis- 
ability, resulting from bodily injuries 
or disease, before the insured employee 
attains the age of sixty, no further 
premiums are collected, and the prin- 
cipal sum is paid to the insured. 

In a letter announcing the plan to 
employees of the rubber company, 
Charles B. Seger, president, says, in 
part: 

“It affords me pleasure to extend 
the privilege ef obtaining life insur- 
ance, with disability benefits and con- 
venient method of premium payment, 
at a rate much lower than that ob- 
tainable by individuals.

~““The inspection division (of the 
bureau of motor vehicles) patrols the 
highways, and thereby checks the 
speeding. reckless driver. The safety 

ivision is composed of the following 
units; . Advident section; complaint 
section ; suspension and revocation seec- 
tion, and. statistical section. 

_“All of these unite in making the 
highways safe. For example: The 
accident section examines all accident 
reports in which an injury. or death 
has resulted, to determine which op- 
erator is at fault. This examination 
may result in the suspension or revo- 
cation of the operator's license, 

“The complaint section receives 
communications from the public who 
complain of reckless drivers or op- 
erators who have violated the law. 
These cases are all checked and the 
nature of the violations coded on in- 
dex cards, which are arranged alpha- 
betically, and contain a list of all the 
violations, accidents, court convictions, 
or complaints concerning the operator. 
In addition to the complaints received 
from the public, the bureau subscribes 
to a clipping service, and we receive 
clippings of all accidents and viola- 
tions of the motor vehicle law which 
occur in the state. If these viola- 
tions are of a serious nature, they are 
sent to the suspension and revocation 
section, where the oprator’s license is 
suspended or revoked. 

“The statistical section examines and 
tabulates the acts and circumstances 
surrounding accidents. We have found 
that this information is very essential

LIBRARY LITERARY NOTES 


BY CLYDE PETTUS OF THE CARNEGIE LIBRARY 
“Books and Theaters” 


The title of Mr. Gordon Craig’s new 
book is in the order given, difficult 
as it may be for anyone acquainted 
with his pet enthusiasm to believe it. 
In- the book itself the theater is re- 
moved from its subordinate second 
place and like the modest guest of su- 
perior desert, is invited to come up 
higher. From the,first page to the last 
there is no doubt that although Mr. 
Craig includes himself unqualifiedly 
among those who eat paper and drink 
ink—with a margin of appreciation for 
silk markers and creaky hinges—it 
is the theater book that pleases his 
epicurean taste. 

It is-as an arist of the theater that 
he “dips a finger in the icy waters of 
history” and draws up choice excerpts 
from the pages of John Evelyn. A 
charming traveler, Evelyn, no doubt 
—never in a hurry, never fault-find- 
ing, and, above all so perpetually in- 
terested in the theater that a book 
on the subject might be madé@ of his 
diary entries as he goes his leisurely 
way through Genova, Roma and Ven- 
ezia. This, says Mr. Craig, is good 
.behavior—‘“for, to rush to, and 
through a place, is to be in a hurry; 
to do a thing in a hurry is a pity, 
and to visit a place like Italy, with 
its haste as your guide, unless you 
be a monatch, a courier or a commer- 
cial traveler, is to be a donkey.” 
| None of this applies to Evelyn who 
jis able to enjoy in his staid fashion 
and has an eye for things theatrical. 
His firat memory of a play, with a 
fall from an impromptu grandstand in 
one of the Oxford colleges, is painful 
enough to explain its enduring im- 
pression. So he notices a little ma- 
rionette theater in Paris, and goes on 
down into Italy where the Academy 
of the Humorists in Rome 1s doing 
what it can to improve the purity of 
the Italian language on the stage. Odd- 
ly enough the first play he sees is 
English (he does not give the neme) 
but keeps his enthusiasm for an Ital- 
ian opera. In Venice there is the 
Teatro Novissimo to be visited, end 
lin Padova the Teatro delle Strellone, 
| and so he goes back and forth, finally 
stopping in Milan before he bids fare- 
| well to Italy. 

Meantime (and while enjoying Eve- 
lyn’s travels, this is what disturbs Mr. 
Craig’s aesthetic contentmént), in 
England the Protector Cromwell is 
a hay oe: the stage from developing, 

ing more concerned with building 
ships bearing in their prows laurel- 
crowned portraits of himself. with the 
words “God with us.” Even when 
Charles the Second comes home from 
his wanderings, his attempt to restcre 
its former magic to the theater dves 
not meet with success. The sad result 
of Sir Henry Herbert's policy causes 
the returned Evelyn to forswear ilkc 
theater for seven years. 

Goes Journeying. 

When he has said “bon voyage” to 
the good traveler, Evelyn, Mr. Craig 
himself goes journeying. First with an 
imaginary mule-cart to gather treas- 
ures for an imaginary bookshop. Lalf 
way up an Italian hillside it shou'd 
be, in the midst of a pale green clear: 
ing and surrounded by the receptive 
silence. proper to the presence of 
books. And the guests of honor for 
the shelves should arrive by tens and 
by hundreds—all books on the theater, 
preferably illustrated, not just lives 
of actors, though Garrick is Garrick, 
and Kean is Kean; but real theater 
books with “delicious” contents, 
“bound in complete vellum, in very 
good condition, four pages of- MS. 
in front and twelve and a half psges 
of MS. at the end, all writ in very 
fine Italian, and a marionette 02 
page 274.” In need of excitement he 
takes a book instead of a bottle and 
‘achieves a diyine intoxication. 

' No wonder that Mr. Craig's search 

discovers some uncommon booksellers. 
‘In Italy there is Signor Vannini of 
the mysterious smile, partly the result 
of a malicious understanding amusing 
}itself with the visitor's assumed ex- 
pression of innocent ignorance. ere 
is Signor Bottoil, or “Dead Pa,” who 
lived back of a stationery shop doin 
a thriving business in slate pencils, 
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envelopes and sealing wax, but spent 
his own time more profitably in amass- 
ing. treaures like Paolo Donatis 
Teatro Faruese and portfolios of Be- 
rain desizns. Some of the trade are 
very silent and helpless and invariably 
answer “no” when asked if they lave 
a copy of such and such a book, and 
“niente” or “nothing” to a request 
for a subject. With them the wonld-be 

aser must do his own [ishing 
and, like wise followers of the craft, 
keep quiet. Once in a small bookshop 
in Modena 7 — had a — 
experience. rehing as usual for 
books on the theater, he had vainly 
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explored all sections of the shop while 
the bookseller kept an absolute si- 
lence. An expressionless Modernese 
stood by the desk when he turned to 
go, and of the stranger he asked: “Do 
you speak English, sir?’ The answer 
was “twinkle, twinkle, little star.” 
Theater of Sabbioneta. 

There is a chapter which Mr. Craig 
must have enjoyed writing, on the 
theater of Sabbioneta. Notwithstand- 
ing the statement of Dr. Middleton, of 
Cambridge in the Encyclopedia Brit- 
annica (vy. 26, p. 732) that this theater 
does not exist, the traveler prefers to 
trust his own eyes. The Teatro Olim- 
pico, built by Duke Vespasiano Gon- 
zaga in 1588 is the object of the quest 
upon which he sets out, after risking 
but not experiencing the disappoint- 
ment of seeing once again the superb 
Teatro Farnese, of Parma. From this 
great building where in 1690 the floor 
above the auditorium was flooded with 
water for the aceommodation of boats 
manned by gods and heroes, and in 
1728 was the stage where sixteen 
horses thundered a Danza a Cavallo, 
he journeys to little Sabbitoneta to 
find the home of drama converted into 
a cinema: and the frescoes marred by 
hooks for suspending Japanese flags. 
It is tempting fate to go again after 
a long time to places we love. Some- 
times it is a greater rashness to see 
with the eyes what the imagination 
has made too perfect for a humdrun: 
world. 

There is a final word on the. son- 
nets of Shakespeare—who perhaps 
did not “sonnet-sing”’ about himself 
so entirely as has been thought. At 
least d’Heblin did not think so. 
“Double-hearted Shakespeare,” he ex- 
claims, “why not treble, quadruple?” 
Are ther. not always those who will 
+ pay for what they want—a lady from 
the court timidly laying down 2 purse, 
or somebody more Falstaffian, with “a 
little song, .young man, if 
—and let there be ginger in it?” Son- 
net or song, all’s one for that. The 
Mermaid is just around the corner.

Eminently respectable and law~ 
upholding newspapers north and 
west are resenting the arrogance 
and autocratic utterances of Wayne 
B. Wheeler, general counsel of the 
Anti-Saloon league. Their recent 
report from Washingtor is chat he 
has served explicit notice upon con- 
gressmen that his league will visit 


its political power upon them if 
they do not answer its démands 
for more intensive prohibition 


laws and more men and money to 
enforce them. He denounces all 
who refuse to consider the Vol- 
Stead act sacrosanct as “‘bad sports- 
men’ and “enemies of the constitu- 
tion.” 

Naturally there are good men and 
women all over the land who repél 


such epithets. They are terms that, 


in the circumstances, come from an 
indurated consciénce. Wheeler is 
too able a lawyer and too well ac- 
quainted with American polities not 
to know that the constitution may 
be criticized lawfully and any law 
may be changed by the will of the 
people. When he goes beyond those 
facts to pillory persons as honest 
and reputable as himself as law 
Slackers and constitution wreckers 
he violates truth and pollutes pub- 
lic discussion. 

Then, it is amazing that a man 
claiming no authority and denying 
that his league is a political party, 
would. dare to threaten the official 
lives of senators and representa- 
tives in the. congress of the nation, 
unless they accept his dictation of 
their duties and votes. The presi- 
dent of the United States would not 
presume to do that, but reliable 
Washington correspondents say 
just that is what Wheeler has done. 

But the ‘truth about Wheeler 
Ought to he known by congressmen 
and the general public. “He does not 
speak for the enormous voting con- 
Stituency that he claims. His league 
is only a widely deployed associa- 
tion of self-hired men. They get 
their subsistence from church peo- 
ple on the claim that they are pro- 
tecting the eighteenth amendment 
and securing Volstead act enforce- 
ment. They are the speilers of a 
big national vaudeville show that 
does not act up to the pictures in 
front of the tent. 

The conditions produced by the 
sort of prohibition we have are far 
too serious to be monkeyed with 
by Wheeler and his small band of 
lobbyists. It calls for the most 
serious study and the highest skill 
of really constructive statesmen. 
They must consider the present 
prostration of féderal authority, in- 
creasing resistancé to constitutional 
law, repugnance to enforcement 
procedures in and out of courts, 
general concern over the pocket- 
flask toting and gin-drinking young 
generation, and growing contempt 
for all laws gendered by the uni- 
versal violations of the flat-tired 
Volstead law. 

The plain, honest people want an 
enforceable prohibition law and not 
a farcical one. The saloon is dead 
beyond the power of any pulmotor, 
but in dying it spawned upon the 
country myriads of fusel-oil flies 
that are poisoning the lives, honor 
and public fidelities of the nation.

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TEXT AND PRETEXT 


Government by Law or by Mood 


BY M. ASHBY 


JONES, D. D. 


Eix-Senator Beveridge is quoted, in 
all the leading newspapérs, as having 
said‘the other day: “It is a curious 
fact that in the sec- 
ond quarter of the 
20th century 

mericans are, by 
law, forbidden to 
do more things and, 
by law, compelled 
to do more things, 
than were the sub- 
jécts of the czar or 
sultan in the 18th 
cefitury.” Mr. Bev- 
eridge and _ the 
newspapers, which 
have commented 
favorably upon the 
utterance, are en- 

aged in the u- 

r ope of dis- 
counting eed 
in our country, vc- 
cause of the proneness of our legisla- 
tors to meet every emergency by a 
law, and to solve every problem a 
statute. Probably every eg ful 
man deplores this exaggerated faith, 
which many of our people have, in 
the effica¢y of legal enactments, and 
in a general way would é@gree that 
we have too many laws. 


But when we carefully read this 
statement of Mr. Beveridge, and note 
the obvious inference, we are scarcély 


ready to accept it as any proof, what- 
soever, either that we have too many 
laws, or that law-making is &@ weak- 
ness of democracy. His statement, 
that our citizens are “by law” re- 
strained, and “by. law” gompelled, to 
do thus and so, to a greater extent 
than weére the subjects of the czar 
and sultan, is very far from being a 
comparison disparaging to democracy. 
The subjects of the czar and the sul- 
tan lived under a constant restraint 
and compulsion, not by well defined 
laws, but by the whims and moods of 
their rulers. 


The Nature of Government. 
Before this popular vrotest against 
law, which threatens to become an 
epidemic, goes much further, we had 


better pause and do some clear think- 
ing. Government, itself, as we know 
it, is an agreement of the people to 
live together on certain terms and 
conditions. The laws, which are made, 
are the definite statements of these 
terms and conditions. These laws aré 
like streets of a city, the well defined 
ways along which traffic shall et 5 
The streets may be poorly laid off, 
occasioning inconvenience and waste 
of time but it is far better to have 


them than to leave traffic, either to 
be directed by the whims and moods 
of a traffic officer, or to the imme- 
diate impulses of private. interests. 
It seems to me that the analogy is 
obvious. The larger the city, the 
greater number of highways are need- 
ed, because of the growth of traffic 
and the multiplication of the varying 
interésts involved. So by the increase 
and concentration of population, in 
modern life, there is an increase of 
conflicting interests, and there must 
come an increase of definitions of 
rights, and rules by which we may 
live in mutual peace and prosperity. 
So instéad of placing the empliasis 
of our protest upon the number of 
laws let us definitely discriminate be- 
tween the wise and unwise, the usefu! 
ape useless, laws. The growing habit 
a great many of our people to 
inveigh against our law-mak ies, 
without thoughtful discrimination, has 
actually léd a large portion of the 
ublic to assume the attitude that

The Nature of Law. 

These protestants against the mul- 
tiplying of laws on our statute books, 
or those ascribing all of our ills to

The growing child reminds one of our 
grown-up crities of legislation, when 
he cries out his petty protest against 
the world: “Everything I want to do 
hurts and I am compelled to do the 
things I don’t want to do.” As the 
child grows into reasonable maturity 
he learns the essential beneficence of 
law; that by the study of his ex- 

riences, he finds an invariable order 
eas cause to effect, and may know 
definitely the results of certain cun- 
duct, and thus wisely plan his life. 

I am not pretending, for a mo- 
ment, to defend hasty and unwise 
legislation. I, too, am heartily opposed 
to the too prevalent idea that legis- 
lation is a “cure-all,” But it does 
seem to me it is time to say, and to 
say with tremendous emphasis, that 
it is far better to be governed by laws 
—eren too many unwise laws—than 
to be left to the unguarded and un- 
controlled mood, either of thé autocrat 
or of the mob. °

As 
respects everything included in what 
is here described as the luat for lead- 
ership, the urge te impress his ideas 
on his time—in respect to all that 
President Coolidge is as different from 
the four men named as if he belonged 
to a different race. 


Because Mr. Coolidge is in the white 
house he cannot avoid having to some 
degree the effect of leadership. Such 
leadership as there is, however, comes 
less from thé man than from the 
office. The white house, as Roosevelt 
once expressed it, “is the most mag-

Whoever occu- 
pies it cannot escape having a certain 
amount of his personality and of his 
ideas pervade the country. Coolidge 
would escape it if he could. If Mr. 
\Coolidge’s wishes were followed, he

Capt. Henderson Tells of Battle 
Of W aynesboro; Capt. Bess Death 


The Margaret Jones chapter, U. D. 
<.,. of, Waynesboro, held a most in- 
teresfing meeting at the home of Mrs 
James. B. Lewis, Tuesday afternoon, 
At this meeting the chapter had as 
their guests Captain William Hen- 
derson, of Screven county, and Mrs, 
Lane Slate, chairman of scholarships. 


In the party were Mrs. Hollingsworth 
and Miss Henderson, daughters of 
Captain Henderson, and Mrs. Smith, 

lt was a visit of reminiscenses to 
Captain Henderson, for his company 
of cavalry was in Waynesboro in ac- 
tive engagement with the northern 
army and it was here upon the streets 
of Waynesboro that the captain of 
the company, Captain Bess, of Bul- 
lock, was shot down, dying that night 
in the house just across from the old 
Munnerlyn home and at that time oc- 
eupied by Judge and Mrs. Lawson. 
Mrs. Collie Perry, one of our. oldest 
members, told of having attended the 
funeral in the old cemetery the next 
afternoon and as there was nO min- 
ister in the town, Judge Lawson read 
the funeral srevice and the ladies 
some hymns, 

Captain Henderson, for the sake of 
old memories, asked to have a pic- 
ture made on horseback-and it was 
a proud figure of a soldier of the 
sixties that he made with his erect 
carriage and courtly bearing. After 
a group of the members were also 
taken, the meeting was called to or- 
der by the president, Mrs, R. M. Me- 
Master, 

With a few words expressing the 
honor the Waynesboro chapter felt 
in having him as their guest and the 
pleasure they would have in hearing 
his experiences of that day of the long 
ago sixties, she introduced Captain 
William Henderson, of Screven coun- 
ty, who gave the following talk. 

Captain’s Talk. 

“Ladies of the Waynesboro chap- 
ter, U. D. C., I must tell you that I 
never made a speech in my life and 
I do not know how to make one. I 
often wonder how I ever got my wife 
to marry me, I am such a poor talker. 
Any way I must have done it pretty 
well, for she waited for me all four 
years of the war and married me as 
soon as I got home. I was in Cap- 
tain Anderson’s  brigade—Captain 
Anderson was from Savannah. 

“I was color bearer in my‘ com- 
pany. Well, the fight began near 
the little creek below here—MelIn- 
tosh, and we fought all over the field 
to the right, It was in that field 
that I dismounted an adjutant of a 
Michigan regiment with my flag-staff 
and would have killed him ‘if it had 
not bent double. -Afterwards I was 
glad I did not kill him for he was a 
handsome fellow. In a few minutes 
we began to retreat and had reached 
the town and were right .in front of 
Dr. Whitehead’s home. I was stand- 
ing shoulder to shoulder to Captain 
Bess when he fell mortally wounded. 
Being color bearer I always felt that 
he received the shot intended for me.

We could not stop to remove him, 
but we heard that some of the enemy 
picked him up and earried him into 
the house. That night we camped 
near Briar creek—I think it was 
nearly Christmas time. 

“The next day we e¢ the Sa- 
vannah river into South Carolina. 
General Anderson must have felt that 
I had conducted myself as a brave 
soldier, for that night he made me 
first lieutenant for my conduct on 
the field of battle. Our next captain 
was the father of Mrs. Smith who is 
with us today. I think I have told 
you about all I can remember.

“The °modificationists miserably 
failed in the hearings before the sub- 
committee of the senate judiciary com- 
mittee to sustain their contentions 
that the sale of wine and beer would 
solye the liquor problem.”’

Scott and his wife treated the girl 
as their own child. She filled a gap 
in their lonely lives. To hear her 
jolly veice echoing through the little 
cottage was like something they had 
dreamed about in the blissful days of 
their honeymoon, so long ago. Scott 
was the proprietor of the town’s gro- 
cery store and meat market. He own- 
ed the largest store building in La 
Cyene. He was a leading citizen, sub- 
stantial and respected. 


From Clear Sky. 


Ariene, red-cheeked, of pleasant 
disposition, entered into the social life 
of the town. From childhood she 
passed into young womanhood, good- 
Idoking, alluring. She was youth 
facing life and the secrets of life with 
wide inquiring eyes. 


So it went for four years. What 
developed during those dangerous 
years of Arlene’s passage into wom- 
anhood must remain unexplained.

Bloodhounds’ Trail. 
While the women-folk stood

Cygne mobilized into posses. All 
roads leading out of the town were 
watched, motor cars were searched, 
as well as every train that stopped at 
the station. The town rallied around 
Scott and covered him with sym- 
pathy. 

Bloodhounds from Kansas City led 
a trail to a colored man’s house, but 
he was released when it was proven 
he had been at home with his wife at 
the time of the shooting. The dogs 


took that trail, it developed, because ~ 


the colored woman had been washing 
at the Scott home. 


During two days of scenting the 
only other trail the dogs took was the 
one from the garage to the house. 


Three shells were found in the back 
yard, but the weapon was not found. 
In the search, even the welb in the 
yard was baled out. 

Three days after the murder a 
startling rumor leaped from mouth to 
mouth. It was to the effect that the 
officers of the law had found some 
incriminating evidence against the be- 
reaved husband. For a _ breathless 
period the townspeople were in sus-

pense. And then John Scott was ar- 
rested and charged with the murder 
of his wife. 


The preliminary hearing was brief. 
Scott was given his liberay on $10,- 
000 bond. The town newspaper 
termed the whole business a joke. La 
Cygne split into factions. A fund of 
$1,200 was raised as a reward for the 
apprehension of the murderer. The 
town seethed with rumors and coun- 
ter-rumors. 


And then, at a second preliminary 
hearing in Mound City, the state ex- 
ploded its bomb. 


The prosecuting attorney produced 
witnesses who testified that after the 
murder Scott registered at a Pittsburg, 
Kan., hotel with Arlene as ‘‘James 
Bowman and wife.”’ A. J. Elffington, 
Sheriff, testified- Arlene professed to 
him her love for Scott and Scott’s 
love for her. 

Neither Arlene nor her uncle de- 
nied meeting in the hotel, but they did 
deny the state’s conclusions. Scott 
said they had wanted to talk privately 
and had registered falsely to avoid 
publicity. The girl insisted she had 
not told Sheriff Ellington she was in 
love with her uncle and he with her. 


At the conclusion of this second 
hearing Scott was placed under $10,- 
000 bail and bound over to the dis- 
trict court. Many of his friends de- 
serted him, and the money could not 
be raised. He remained in jail until 
his first trial in September, 1923. 
That trial resulted in a jury disagree- 
ment. Scott was released on $10,000 
bond.

IN BLAZES do you 
The answer is: You 
don’t cook in blazes,. but 
with coals. Flame smuts 
pots and scorches_ food. 
Uncle Will meets many first-class 
scouts who passed their firelaying 
tests somehow but have a fot te learn 
about fires. Here’s an illustrated de- 
scription of the three most useful fires 
for scouts. Don’t simply read about 
these fires; get out and practice mak- 
ing them till you are an expert fire 
builder. A skifled scout should be able 
to build there fires in the woods in 
the midst of a rainy spell. Uncle 
Will’s fires have warmed camps and 
cooked food in nearly every forest on 
this continent from Hudson Bay to 


Mexico. If you master the substance 
of this article you can build your fire 
anywhere, anytime, and it will do 
what you intend it to do. 
CAMPFIRES AND COOKFIRES 
are two different affairs. Each is 
adapted for its purpose and unsuited 


fer the other. From a campfire you 
want light and warmth for a circle or 
a camp. From a cookfire you want 
just the right amount of tfocalized 
heat without. light. The four most 
useful scout fires for northern and 
eastern U. S. A. are the ‘‘Tepee fire” 
and the “Hearth fire’ for campfires; 
and the “Trench fire’ and the “‘Cob- 
rouse fire’ for cookfires. They are 
described and pictured here just as 
Uncle Will is going to demonsirate 
them to the scouts and junior towners 
on the Swarthmore Chautauqua cir- 
cuit this summer. 

THE TEEPEE FIRE gets its name 
from its use, not its shape. It is pri- 


marily intended for an Indian teepee 
cr conical tent with a central smoke 


campfire, 


butt and as long as maybe, shoves 
the butts under the side walls of the 
teepec, lays the logs in the form of 
a cross with the ends a foot apart un- 
der the center smoke hole, lays the 
tinder between the ends and keeps 
the fire going by shoving up the logs. 
This fice is seldom useful in the open. 
I have used it on a still day among 
the redwoods in Oregon when there 
was no perceptible ground draft, but 


if air is stirring it will carry the fire 


down one of the logs and let the rest 
smoulder and die out. It is handy 
for warming, as four fellows can 
straddle the logs and warm their 
hands and feet; and if you don’t mind 
smut you can boil the coffee over the 
center coals at the same time. 

THE HEARTH -FIRE is the usual 
Build your shelter or pitch 
the tent with opening on side away 
from the wind.

THE TRENCH FIRE (not. pic- 
tured). This very common fire is 
laid im a shallow tfench, or between 
two logs or flat rocks from eight 
inches to a foot apart with wood laid 
lengthwise of the trench, It was 
largely used during the war, mostly, | 
reckon; because it does not require 
much skill to build. It is fully describ- 
ed in the handbook and most texts 
on camping, and is used more widely 
than it deserves, It is not a campfire 
in any proper Sense as it does not 
radiate heat to the camp or circle; 
and as a cookfire it lacks the coals 
producing ability of the cobhouse 
fire. 

THE COBHOUSE FIRE is the best 
allround cookfire for Scouts. Master 
it thoroughly and it will serve you 
well wherever there is wood to burn, 
First prepare the faggots—forty of 
‘em “As long as my forearm and as 
large as my wrist.’’ Remember the 
Slogan, it’s important. Whether split- 
wood or dogwood is used reject all 
Sticks that do not approximate this 
measure. Next make the frame by 
pinning down four green sticks the 
same length, but maybe a bit thicker 
than the faggots, in the shape of a 
Square with stakes pegged on the side 
away from the fire which is to be in- 
side the square. Place your tinder 
and lightwood in the frame using not 
less than a hatful of shavings for a 
Sure start. Then crib up the faggots 
criss-cross like a corncob house as 
shown in the picture. Place every 
faggot before lighting the fire, then 
it will all burn down to coals together 
in the frame and you can cOok a meal | 
for two men without smudging pots 
or scerching food. In fact you can 
bake long after you cagnot see a 
spark.

Patiline Porter, roommate of Ar- 
lene in Pittsburg, testified regarding 
certain things that had happéned -the 
night of the murder, Miss Porter said 
that during the-evening Arlene: acted 
extremely nervous: when the tele- 
phone in their roam rang. 

“O, I’m_ afraid it’s for me!”’ said 
Arlene, according te her roommate.

Cygne, I’ve been expecting it!”’ 

While - this.-testimony was being 
given, Arlene sat in the rear of the 
courtroom with her mother.and a 
group of girl friends, weeping. Scott 
presented a stoical appearance, main- 
taining the. sdme stony expression 
throughout the hearing. 


Again the two were freed to await 
trial, and Arlene went back to her 


schoolhouse and pupils. She had been ° 


‘back ‘only a few days when a member 
of the Ku Klux Klan, robed and mask- 


ed, visited her and handed her an - 


anonymous message. It informed her 


that she must relinquish her. position 
as teacher or take the conSequences. 


if this threat frightened her, she did | 


not show it, and she remained at her 
desk. When other warnings came to 


her, an armed guard was provideé for 


her. She was never molested. 
Second Trial. 

John Scoit’s second trial in April 
and May, 1924, resulted in his con- 
viction and a sentence of thirty years 
in prison. His attorneys appealed on 
the ground the court should have al- 
lowed the. defense to introduce testi- 
mony that a stranger had been seen 
to board a train leaving La-Cygne 
after the murder. Seven months later 


The Scott Home in La Cygne, Kan. 


the Kansas supreme court ‘revérsed 
the decision and ordered a new trial. 


In filing a dissenting opinion to the 
reversal, Justice Richard Hopkins, of 
the supreme court said: “There are 
many discrepancies in the defendant’s 
testimony. First, he heard the shots, 
but no scream, although six persons 
testified positively they heard.-the 


‘scream of a wOman, either between 


the firing of the two shots or after 
the last one, or that the,scream was 
cut off by the last one. 


“Again, the defendant left his wife 


mortally wounded while he ran two 
blocks for a doctor. When more than 
a block from the house he met a 
friend and instead of sending the 
friend on to meet the doctor he sent 
the friend to stay with Mrs. Scott. 
Why didn’t he use the telephone in 
his own home to call the doctor? 


“The defendant asked no one to 
take action to ascertain: the guilty 
party. That was done by others. The 
defendant sat in a rocking chair with 
his back to his wife as _ physicians 
worked to save her life. 

“The defense makes much of the 
fact the gum was not found after the 
murder. Wasn’t it reasonable for the 
jury to conclude that Scott threw the 
gun away while he was running after 
the doctor?” | 

Evidence had gone into the record 
that a man had been seen running 
from the Scoit home shortly after the 
murder. According to the prosecu- 
tion, however, this man was L. P. 
Bishop, La -Cygne banker, who lived 
a block from the cottage. He had 
heard the shots, arisen from bed, and 
then hastened to the Scott home. He 
had arrived there at the same time 


Scott returned with the doctor. Bishop _ 
then decided he needed a flashlight | 
and ran back to his house to get one. — 


After Two Trials. 


As for Arlene, the charge against | 


her was dismissed. She had persist- 
ently asserted, in comversation and by 
affidavit, that she had been forced 
under duress to make statements in- 
criminating herself and her uricle. 

Thus the matter stood after two 
trials. In La Cygne, and in the neigh- 
boring towns, the case was a topic 
of incessant discussion. 

Was it possible that a woman Could 
be murdered in a community in Kan- 
sas as large at La Cygne, in the yery

“Despite the most profound investi- 
gation, no pivotal link had been dis- 
covered.

This despite the — 
fact that the whole ineighborhood 
piled out of their houses immediately 
after hearing the shots. 


It was all very. confusing for jus- 
tice, which is so easily confused in 
cases of this kind. 


The third trial began early in. . 
March in Garnett, Kam. Again the * 
prosecution piled up its masses of cir- 
cumstantial evidence against-the ac- 
cused man, and again the defense mbt . 
every attack. How. could the law ex- 
pect to convict a maf on stich, purely 
surface evidence? Surely the jury 
would pay no attention te these hints, 
these dastardly accusations against a. . 
man who had loved.and respected his 
dear wife. 


And as for this fine young woman, 
this innocen ivictim Of circumstances, 
was it not an affront to American 
womanhood to so blacken her unsul- 
lied name. with such charges? 


John Scott was acquitted. 


Today justice is back where it 
started from. John Scott is free, Ar- 
lene is free. The case must go down 
on the record as @ mystery. - ,

Strated. It is positively evident that 
fresh air is essential for the develop- 
ment of a full degree of immunity 
against, Say, diphtheria, pneumonia or 
tuberculosis. It is not evident, in fact 
there is no good reason to assume, 
that any degree of immunity an indi- 
vidual may have developed against 
such a disease is or can be diminished 
or lowered by foul air or by any other 
deleterious influence. If this were not 
precisely as I am telling you, rest as- 
sured the doctors and health authori- 
ties would not fail to controvert my 
asserti6n. To my mind it is a com- 
fort toxknow that immunity is a spe- 
cific state and to know that such im- 
munity as [may have against any of 
the respiratory infections is not to be 
wiped out or rendered impotent by 
casual exposure to an unwholesome or 
unhealthful environment. I may seem 
a-pessimist, but in fact I am a great 
optimist about this. 

The hygienists are still debating 
the question,. What is fresh air? and 
although they. are getting-warm they 
have not yet settled. the: argument. 
The old idea that the exhaustion of 
the oyxgen and the accumulation of 
carbon dioxid in the air accounted for 
the effects vf bad or impure air is now 
definitely discarded. The __ present 
view is that stagnation, warmth and 
the unpleasant effects of foul air. — All 
aitempts to show that the presence of 
any noxious or harmful _ emanation, 
germ life or body excrement other 
than water in:the air has something to 
do with foulness or impurity, have 
failed. The most. important of the 
three recognized factors is stagnation. 
If we can keep the air in motion the 
ill effects may be prevented.

The second is a solution of boric acid, 
common salt, and menthol, with a 
trace of zinc sulphate (an astringent) 
in water. It might be comparatively 


harmless to use a normal or isotonic 


salt solution for bathing the eyes, as 
often as desired—not more than a 
teaspoonful of common ‘salt in a pint 
of boiled water, used at a comfort- ~ 
able temperature. But to. make 
habitual use of these medicaments, is 
unwise. In fact, | believe it is ques- 
tionable whether we should ever Car- 


ty: the bathing, cleaning or washing 


obsession into any body cavity, except 
medical treatment under the direction 
of the physician. The proper rem- 
edy for your case would be either cor- 
rection of the faulty illumination. or 
correction of your defect of vision. - 
With proper lighting and correction 
any error of refraction, no reasonable 
use of the eyes should Make the eyes 
tired or red. If you do near, close 
or fine work which taxes the eyes, 

make it a rule or habit to take your’

Four hundred years before these two poems were written, Michel- 
angelo had already proved to the entire satisfaction of the whole world 
that opportunity does knock more than once at every door. He chiseled, 
painted, planned and designed his way to everlasting fame, and so skill- 
fully did he perform his duties that today, after four long centuries have 


passed into the age, no one can discourse intelligently or architecture, . 


painting or sculpture without bringing in the name of Michelangelo. 


There 
is such a thing as knowing a man so well that the —— name is lest in 
the more popular nickname. Ask any schoolboy to tell you something 
about Clemens, Cody and Buonarroti, and the chances are that over his 
youthful countenance. will fall a shadow of perplexity, but by merely 
substituting the names ‘‘Mark Twain,” “Buffalo Bill” and ‘‘Angeto,” the

ard,” 


Great as were the ‘“‘divine’’ Raphael, the colorful Titian, the in- 
imitable Leonardo, and the ‘‘cherubic’’ Correggio, they lived in what is 
known as the age of Michelangelo. 


“Delphic Sibyl’* forms a part of a group of pictures, which Michel- 
angelo painted in the Sistine chapel in Rome. This group, which also 
includes his other great masterpiece, ‘““The Creation of Adam,”’ was fin- 
ished in the year 1512, when the artist was in his thirty-eighth year. The 
word ‘‘Sibyl,” in ancient mythology, means a woman who phophesied the 
hidden knowledge of the deities. There were, supposedly, twelve of the 


- Sibyls of which Delphian was one. 


These figures, this great artist painted on walls and chiseled out of 


marble, were no weaklings. -His men and women are powerful, majestic 


creatures—the kind we like to believe lived in the days of chivairy—the 


_ kind that crossed oceans in sailboats; that discovered new continents; that 


went forth into battle against odds and won. Throughout all of his 
works Michelangelo depicts masculinity in his figures, while his greatest 
contemporary, Raphael, leaned toward femininity.
